REVEREND WILLIAM E. “WisHy” NOLAN 
DocToR OF HUMANE LETTERS 


Reverend William E. Nolan, better known as Wishy, is well known to the northwest Louisiana community. 
He is a proud alumnus of Centenary College and completed his graduate studies at Southern Methodist 
University. He remains an active philanthropist for Centenary and has been honored in the College’s Hall 
of Fame as well as with the George D. Nelson, Sr. Lifetime Service Award. 

Wishy entered ministry at the age of eighteen and remained active for over 45 years. He continues his 
ministry work today - at the age of 89 - through poetry, mentoring, counseling, and teaching. Wishy is also 
a Mason and an active member of the Downtown Shreveport Rotary Club. His passion for the outdoors can 
be seen in his work in oil and gas and as a farmer, gardener, and cattleman. He also enjoys fishing, reading, 
and working with horses. 

As an author, Wishy has published two books of poetry, Holding To and Letting Go and The Passing of the 
Old and the New. His inspiring poems have been used in dozens of funerals, memorials, and churches. As an 
accomplished photographer, his talent for capturing beautiful scenery and creating inspirational analogies 
have landed his photographs worldwide. 

Wishy is married to Janet Nolan, a registered nurse, and is the father to four children and three stepchildren. 
He is grandfather to six grandsons and one granddaughter. As the son of a professional baseball player, he 
has always been active in sports, from basketball and baseball in college, to refereeing and coaching in 
various leagues throughout his life. 


Academic Dress 


Principal features of academic dress are the gown, the cap, and the hood. Early, it became necessary for 
universities to set rules and standards to preserve the dignity and meaning of the academic attire. In 1895, 
the American Intercollegiate Commission adopted a uniform academic costume code, which is reflected 
in most of the regalia worn today. Meanwhile, European universities maintained their right to variety. The 
vivid diversity of regalia for European degree holders brings to the American commencement such visual 
pleasures as sable berets, cardinal robes, and other distinctive garb. 

THE ROBE OR GOWN: Originally worn as protection against the cold of unheated buildings, the gowns 
used in American academic ceremonies today vary according to the highest degree awarded to the wearer. 
Bachelor’s gowns have pointed sleeves, and are worn closed. Master’s gowns have oblong sleeves, open at 
the wrist, with the base hanging down, and rear part of the oblong cut square while the front arc cuts away. 
These robes have fasteners so they can be worn open or closed. The doctoral gown is a more elaborate 
costume faced down the front with velvet and across the sleeves with three bars of the same; these facings 
and crossbars may be of velvet of the color distinctive to the field of study to which the degree pertains. The 
doctoral gown has bell-shaped sleeves and may be worn open or closed. All three gowns are often black, but 
many colleges and universities use school colors for their academic regalia, especially doctoral robes. 

THE CAP: The mortarboard cap is standard, although soft square-topped caps and tams are also utilized. 
A long tassel is fastened to the middle point of the top of the cap. The tassel should be black or the color 
appropriate to the academic discipline, with the exception of the doctor’s cap that may have a gold tassel. 

THE HOOD: The hoods are lined in silk with the official color or colors of the institution which granted 
the highest degree held by the wearer; more than one color is shown by division of the field color in a variety 
of ways,-such as by chevron or chevrons. The binding or edging of the hood is in velvet, with widths of two 
inches, three inches, and five inches for the bachelor’s, master’s, and doctoral degrees respectively; the color 
of the border indicates the field of study to which the degree pertains.
